There's a 
bunch of lollipops with three- 
foot diameters; all-year suck- 
ers, Teaney calls them. 


There's a 16-foot-tall water- 


fall, which handles 180 gal- 
lons of water

minute. 


There's a glass fiber bubble, 
big enough to hold 436 gal- 
lons of water and a swim- 
ming girl. There's a model of 
the Golden Gate bridge 40 
feet long.

the time. This Is the preferred 
position for an infant because, 
if he spits up any of his food, 
he will not in this position be 
likely to inhale it and have a 
fit of choking. 


Furthermore, an infant in 


this position even from birth 
is able to lift his head and 
turn it from side to side there- 
by avoiding any obstruction to 
his breathing that might be 
caused by a bunched-up blan- 
ket. Babies who are placed on 
their backs may develop a 
flattened area on the back of 
the head. 


You should, however, let 


your baby lie on his back 
when he is awake and you 
can be with him. When he is 
old enough to turn over from 
his stomach to his back he 
will choose the sleeping posi- 
tion that suits him and will 
change his position from time 
to time unaided during his 
sleep. 


Q—Is powdered milk just as 


nutritious as regular milk for 
children? Ours get vitamin 
supplements daily. Would 
there by any advantage to 
using one-half regular and 
one-half powdered milk? 


A—Powdered milk is just 


as nutritious as whole milk. 
Once the package is opened, 
however, it should be kept in 
the refrigerator. If your chil- 
dren are used to the slightly 
different taste of powdered 
milk there would be no ad- 
vantage in mixing it with 
whole milk. 


Q—What is the cause of 


Pick's disease? What are the 
symptoms? Can it be cured? 


A—This is a form of peri- 


carditis (inflammation of the 
fibrous sac surrounding the 
heart. It is caused by an in- 
fection, 
usually 
rheumatic 


fever. The inflamed surface of 
the sac becomes adherent to 
the heart and interferes with 


the heart's action. The victim 
becomes short of breath on 
exertion and has a bluish 
tinge to the skin. The ab- 
dominal cavity becomes filled 
with fluid. This is a serious 
disease. 


Bed rest and water pills are 


prescribed to reduce the ac- 
cumulation of fluid but when 
this does" not suffice it is nec- 
essary to drain the fluid from 
the abdomen and sometimes 
from the pericardial sac. An 
operation to loosen the ad- 
hesions is successful in many 
victims who would otherwise 
die.

TAMPA, Fla. (AP) - A mob 


of 400 Negroes, spurred to vio- 
lence when a policeman shot a 
Negro youth, went on a rampage 
in two slum areas today, They 
beat whites and sacked and 
burned an entire block of white* 
owned .tores, 


At least a dozen persons, in* 


eluding 10 whites, were Injured. 
A deputy sheriff died of an ap- 
parent heart attack during the 
wild melee. 


Armed with guns stolen from 


a smashed pawnshop, the No* 
groes exchanged shots with po- 
lice, hurled bricks through auto* 
mobile windows and went on a 
wild looting spree. 


At daybreak, the shooting had 


ceased and the fires had been 
extinguished. Smoke from fire- 
gutted buildings curled over a 
dingy areas of bars, liquor 
stores, pool halls and one-story 
business houses. 


Deputy Chief A.H. Walnwright 


said the riot erupted in the mid- 
dle of a muggy night at Nebras- 
ka Ave. and Twlggs St. when a 
19-year-old youth was shot and 
killed as he ran from a patrol- 
man. 


The officer said he shot after 


spotting the youth and two oth- 
ers running from the scene of a 
burglary.
